INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Copying  the  New  M.  I.  Forms. 

As  several  stations  have  experienced  difficulty  in  making  satisfactory  copies  of  the 
new  M.  I.  Forms  110  and  130,  on  account  of  the  letterpress  being  smaller  than  the 
12  by  18  inch  copy  books  supplied  for  those  forms,  the  following  method  of  copying 
is  recommended  as  giving  very  good  results:  Place  the  large  copy  book  between  two 
smooth,  stiff  boards  the  length  and  width  of  the  copy  book,  and  put  book  and  boards 
crosswise  in  the  press. 

Certificate  of  Post-mortem  Disposition  of  Tagged  Animals. 

A  new  form  designated  as  M.  I.  Form  126  (certificate  of  post-mortem  disposition  of 
tagged  animals)  will  replace  I.  D.  Form  126  (certificate  of  condemnation)  now  in  use. 
Upon  receipt  of  a  supply  of  the  new  form  all  blanks  of  the  old  form  in  stock  shall  be 
destroyed.     Instructions  for  the  use  of  the  new  form  follow: 

The  certificate  will  be  issued  only  upon  request  and  for  certifying  to  the  post- 
mortem disposition  of  animals  bearing  "U.  S.  suspect"  tags  or  marked  with  private 
tags  when  the  carcasses  are  condemned  or  are  passed  for  lard  or  tallow.  In  case 
more  than  one  tag  is  affixed  to  an  animal,  as,  for  example,  a  "U.S.  suspect"  tag  and  a 
private  tag,  the  serial  number  of  each  shall  be  shown  on  the  certificate  and  also  be 
made  a  part  of  the  post-mortem  record.  The  inspector  shall  not  certify  to  the  owner- 
ship of  animals,  but  will  limit  his  certifications  to  the  final  disposition  and  marks  of 
identification. 

The  certificate  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  the  original  to  be  delivered  to  the 
establishment  at  which  the  animal  was  slaughtered  and  the  duplicate  filed  in  the  local 
office  of  the  bureau.  The  certificates  are  to  be  signed  by  the  inspector  in  charge 
and  all  unused  spaces  on  the  form  canceled. 

Certificates,  etc.,  for  Shipments  to  Canada. 

The  domestic  meat  label  alone  does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  regulations 
tor  the  identification  of  packages  of  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed"  meats  and  meat- 
food  products  destined  to  points  in  Canada.  To  prevent  possible  delay  or  interruption 
to  such  shipments,  proprietors  of  establishments  shall  give  due  notice  of  intended 
shipments  to  Canada  so  that  inspectors  in  charge  may  see  that  such  packages  are 
marked  with  numbered  meat-inspection  stamps.     In  the  case  of  such  products  as  lard 
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in  tank  cars,  the  tank  should  be  sealed  with  Government  seals  and  an  export  certificate 
issued  to  cover  the  shipment.  The  numbered  seals  may  also  be  used  on  cars  contain- 
ing meats  in  bulk  destined  to  Canada,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  meats  are 
marked.  Upon  application  certificates  should  be  issued  to  cover  such  shipments. 
The  certificate  should  show  the  amount  and  kind  of  product,  the  car  number  and 
initials,  and  the  seal  numbers  when  seals  are  used . 

Boars  and  Stags. 

In  the  ante-mortem  inspection  of  swine  under  the  meat-inspection  law,  all  boars 
which  are  sexually  mature  and  stags  which  show  evidence  of  recent  castration  shall 
be  tagged  "U.  S.  suspect,"  and  thereafter  such  animals  and  their  carcasses  shall  be 
handled  as  provided  by  the  regulations. 

Labels  for  Metal  Containers. 

In  future  when  submitting  for  approval  labels  for  metal  containers  on  which  the 
inspection  legend  is  embossed,  they  should,  whether  in  the  form  of  sketches  or  finished 
labels,  be  accompanied  by  information  relative  to  the  capacity  of  the  containers  for 
which  such  labels  are  intended. 

Labels  for  Compounds  Containing  Stearin  from  Cottonseed  Oil. 

Labels,  imprints  of  stencils,  etc.,  for  compounds  containing,  among  other  ingre- 
dients, cottonseed  oil,  and  stearin  made  from  cottonseed  oil,  are  frequently  received 
by  the  bureau,  accompanied  by  information  as  to  the  percentage  of  "cottonseed-oil 
stearin"  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  product.  In  this  connection  attention  is 
called  to  the  distinction  which  should  be  made  between  "stearin  made  from  cotton- 
seed oil"  and  "cottonseed-oil  stearin."  If  the  stearin  is  normal  stearin  obtained 
from  natural  cottonseed  oil  by  pressing,  the  phrase  "cottonseed-oil  stearin"  should 
be  used.  If  the  stearin  is  obtained  from  cottonseed  oil  by  subjecting  that  oil  to 
some  special  treatment  which  results  in  the  formation  of  stearins  from  the  oily  por- 
tion of  the  cottonseed  oil,  the  phrase  "stearin  made  from  cottonseed  oil"  should  be 
employed. 

Insecticides  to  be  Approved  before  "Use  in  Official  Establishments. 

Samples  of  insecticides  should  be  submitted  to  the  Washington  office  for  laboratory 
examination  and  approval  before  their  use  is  permitted  in  official  establishments. 
The  use  of  those  which  are  found  to  contain  objectionable  ingredients  will  be  pro- 
hibited in  rooms  or  places  where  exposed  meats  or  meat-food  products  are  stored  or 
handled.

ITINERARY  REPORTS  REQUIRED  OF  ALL  TRAVELERS. 

Beginning  with  this  month  it  will  be  necessary  for  each  employee  who  performs 
travel  to  submit  monthly  a  report  of  his  itinerary  on  Form  T-49,  a  supply  of  which  will 
be  furnished  shortly  to  employees  concerned.  This  report  must  show  the  dates  and 
hours  of  arrival  at  and  departure  from  each  place  visited  during  the  month,  and  must 
be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  with  the  reimbursement  account  of  the  traveler. 


EXPENSES  AT  SUBSTATIONS. 

Each  main  station  should  keep  a  suitable  record  of  the  expense  of  conducting  the 
work  at  each  substation  under  its  jurisdiction.  This  record  should  show  the  expense  of 
the  employees  regularly  assigned  to  each  substation,  the  expense  of  temporary  details 
from  the  main  station  to  the  substation,  and  the  cost  of  travel  for  supervising  the  work, 
as  well  as  any  other  items  that  may  be  a  proper  charge  against  a  particular. substation. 
This  information  will  be  summarized  in  a  brief  statement  showing  the  expense  at  each 
substation,  classified  under  the  headings  "Salary,"  "Travel,"  and  "Miscellaneous 
expenses."  Such  statement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  bureau  at  the  close  of  each 
month. 


BUREAU  AUTHORIZATIONS  TO  BE  QUOTED  ON  ACCOUNTS. 

In  all  cases  where  an  expense  is  incurred  under  an  authorization  signed  by  the  chief 
or  acting  chief  of  the  bureau  it  is  necessary  to  quote  only  the  number  which  appears  in 
the  upper  right-hand  corner  of  the  authorization  as  authority  for  the  expense.  No 
reference  should  be  made  to  the  number  of  the  Secretary's  authorization,  except  in 
special  cases  where  an  expense  is  authorized  directly  by  the  Secretary,  such  as  the 
printing  of  advertisements  in  newspapers.

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTABILITY. 

After  September  1,  1913,  employees  charged  with  clinical  and  dipping  thermom- 
eters should  request  release  from  responsibility  for  broken  instruments  quarterly, 
namely,  October,  January,  April,  and  July  1.  On  these  dates  one  form  P-3,  covering 
all  instruments  broken  during  the  preceding  three  months,  should  be  submitted  in 
the  usual  manner  by  each  station  using  thermometers.  This  change  does  not  affect 
any  other  form  of  property.
